1 n the county of Union and State of South Caro- 
5 lina, have invented certain new and useful Im- 
provements in Appliances for Keeping Poul- 
tices Warm j and I do hereby declare the f ol- 
io wing to be a fall, clear, and exact description 
of the invention, such as will enable others 

io skilled in the art to which it appertains to 
make and use the same. 

This invention relates to appliances for 
keeping poultices warm; and the object in 
view is to provide a heat-maintaining device 

15 for poultices in the form of a hot-water bag 
constructed in such manner as to embrace the 
poultice upon all sides except that surface 
which is applied directly to the body of the 
patient, thereby rendering it unnecessary to 

20 renew or reheat poultices as often as has here- 
tofore been found necessary. 

The detailed objects and advantages of the 
invention will appear in the course of the sub- 
joined description. 

25 The invention consists in certain novel 
features and details of construction, as here- 
inafter fully described, illustrated in the 
drawings,and incorporated in the claim hereto 
appended. 

30 In the accompanying drawings, Figure 1 is 
a plan view of a water-bag constructed in ac- 
cordance with the present invention. Fig. 

2 is a sectional view of the same, showing the 
poultice in its applied position. 

35 Similarnumeralsofreferencedesignatecor- 
responding parts in both views. 

The improved device contemplated in this 
invention is in the form of a water-bag, 
(shown at 1,) ,the same being constructed, 

40 preferably, of thin rubber and of any suit- 
able size. In order to fill the bag, the latter 
is provided. at one end with a conical rubber 
mouthpiece 2, and the bag is also provided 
with a discharge-pipe 3 for enabling the water 



to be removed when cool. In-order to enable 45 
the bag to be secured to the body of the pa- 
tient, it is provided along its edges with a 
series of loops 4, adapted to receive straps to 
pass around the body of the patient. 

In carrying out the present invention the 50 
bag 1 is provided in one side with a depres- 
sion, pocket, or recess 5 of suitable size and 
shape to receive a poultice, (indicated at 6.) 
When the bag is filled with hot water, it op- 
erates upon one side of the poultice and upon 55 
all the edges thereof to maintain the contents 
of the poultice in a properly-heated condition 
and excludes the air from said portions of the 
poultice in a manner readily understood. 

It will of course be apparent that the bag 60 
may be manufactured in various sizes, that 
the pockets for the poultices may be varied 
in size and shape according to requirements, 
and that other changes in the form, propor- 
tion, and minor details of construction may 65 
be resorted to without departing from the 
principle or sacrificing any of the advantages 
of the invention. to 

Having thus described the invention, what 
is claimed as new, and desired to be secured 70 
by Letters Patent, is— 

A flat water-bag having substantially par- 
allel upper and lower sides and provided in 
one side with a shallow poultice-containing 
pooket or recess having bottom and sid e walls, 7 5 
said pocket being of approximately one-half 
the depth or thickness of the bag when filled, 
so as to leave a hot-water space extending 
entirely around the sides of the pocket and 
beneath the bottom thereof, substantially as 80 
specified.
